This third call for the extraordinary session of the 42nd General Assembly, as you are aware, was

acts shoulda be advertised for thirty days prior to their introduction , the principal of which decision 
you are thoroughly conversant with. In order to have ample opportunity for edvertising, the Gover- 
ner issued the call for .this session of December 9th, 1919, calling you into extraordinary sessrion 


January 26, 1920, thereby affording. ample opportunity to meet the requirments of our Const itution. 


Despite the fact that the Aast extra session cost approximately $55,000, and as much as I regret this 
edditional drain on the general revenue fund, it will prove to be money well spent if, during the 
four months and more that ‘have elapsed since your last session, you have, considered well and consulted 
with the tax payers of your respective districts and ‘counties the wisdon, the character, the location 
and other Hecdsssry features of your local internal inp nivenedte which, when completed, will be

The State of Arkansas is just coming into its own with: an income production of last year of approximately 
$700,000,000, with an encrease in the ABHonend valuation of our property within the past two years of 
over $150 3,000,000, as | shown by the records of the ‘Tax. Commission, with a citizenship that is advancing 
rapidly along moral, educationa, social ‘and economic lines of progress, "Arkansas is building more 
stately mansions for her soul as the swift seasons roll." Acting purely from patriotic motives, 
uncolored by any taint of political preferment or personal vantage, coming in contact with the EA 

ship of the State, as I do, I am fully convinced that an overwhelming ma jority of our people are firm 
believers in any system of progressive legislation, which vill mean the moral, educational, and 


économie development. of our beloved commonwealth. 


Our road program is an embitious:end far-reaching one, ranking next to the State of Texas among the 
commonwesltns of the Union. Statistics furnished by the Highway passed show that up to that date 
there are 5981 miles let to contract, 551 miles are held up for curative legistation and court deci- 
sions, 3651 miles are now under censtruction. It has been extimated by the Highway Department that 
there are approximately 4200 miles more contemplated, which will be necessary to connect up out country 
seats and afford fairly adequate transportation facilities to all parts of the State. If this mileage 
is authorized by your Honorable Body, Arkansas will have approximately $108,000,000 invested in good 
reads. The total amounts of state and federal aid funds allotted as aid and already paid on projects 
amount to the magnificent sum of $5,667,955. The Federal Government alone, during the five year 
period beginning January 1916 and ending January 1921, has allotted for road building in the State 

of Arkansas the sum of $4,650,000. Of the federal and state aid there has already bean paid to. 
date $984,237,00. May I call the attention of your Honorable Body, and your constituents, through 
you, to the fact that these federal and state aid projects are subject to the most careful supervi- 
sion both by federal and state suthorities? Before federal aid can be received, the District
